To the inhabitants of the Town of Newbury, in the County 
of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affarrs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Newbury on Tuesday, the 8th day of March, next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. | 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 


defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. ‘To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $548.11 and the State to contribute the sum of $2,192.46 
to be used on Class V_ roads. 


4. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred and twenty-three dollars ($123.00) 
for the issuance and distribution of printed matter calling 
attention to the resources and natural advantages of the Town, 
in co-operation with other towns in the Dartmouth—Lake 
Sunapee Region. Said appropriation to be disbursed by the 
selectmen. 


3d. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
installing footlights for the Town Hall and raise and ap- 
propriate money for same. 


6. To see what action the Town will take in reards to 
building a Sub Station to house the chemical and other Fire 
Equipment at Blodgetts and raise and appropriate money for 
same, 


7. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
closing that part of the old Central Trunk Line Road so called 
between John L. Colburn’s upper driveway westerly to the 
junction with the New Central Road subject to gates and bars. 


8. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
discontinuing that part of the old Central Trunk Line Road 
which is outside the limits of the new road as built in 1937 
westerly from the junction of the Mountain Road to Charles 
H. Brockway’s Garage. 


9. 'To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
closing the road known as the Old Province Road easterly 
from the place known as the Wheeler place to the junction 
with the Nelson Hill Road subject to gates and bars. 


10. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
closing the old road over Messer Hill so called from the old 
Dresser place southerly to the junction with the road from the 
old Poor Farm to the Sutton Road subject to gates and bars. 


11. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
closing the Morse Road so called westerly from the South 
Road to the Harvey Morse Place subject to gates and bars. 


12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate money 
for the control of White Pine Blister Rust.

The above table shows that: 


1. ‘The full number of half-day sessions was maintained 
as 1n previous years. 

2. The membership and attendance continue about the 
same but slightly larger. 

3. The percent of attendance is low and reaches the state 
average of about 959% only at the South School. A great 
deal of the absence in other schools was caused by illness 
of the pupils. 

4. ‘The number of cases of tardiness is high especially at 
the South School. Parents can aid in reducing the number 
to a great extent. 


The number of pupils registered in the schools of the dis- 


oy 


trict was 84. In addition to these four others attended the 
Bradford schools, and high school pupils attended in other 
districts as follows: Henniker, 1; New London, 1; Newport, 
16; Warner, 2. This makes a total of 108 pupils residing 
in the district and attending public schools. 


The report of the school nurse, Miss Ruth B. Whitcomb, 
R.N., shows that 7 pupils had defective vision; 44 defective 
teeth, and 8 diseased tonsils. A few other defects were noted. 
A dental clinic was held February 15-19. Dr. C. EH. Cum- 
mings was the dentist in charge assisted by the school nurse. 
Thirty-three pupils were treated. A toxoid clinic was held 


May 20. 


At the Baker Hill School a new septic toilet was installed 
during the summer and an addition built for a wood shed. 
Other minor repairs were made. This puts the school build- 
ing there into very good condition. ‘The number of pupils 
now enrolled there is 23. 


During the past ten years there has been a steady increase 
in the number of pupils in the district from 37 to 84 for 
1936-37. The Center School greatly needs more room. It 
is now filled to capacity. Should there be any sudden in- 
crease in the number of pupils to attend this school as might 
be caused by opening a large lumber camp in town, it would 
be very difficult for the district to find room for them. 

Last year we recommended the addition of another room 
to the Center School. This year we continue this recommen- 
dation, but in view of the number of pupils at the Baker 
Hill School and the money invested in improvements there 
this year, we strongly advise its continuation for some time 
to come. 


The Center School, however, in view of the increasing num- 
ber of pupils could be greatly improved by the addition of 
another room, so that the pupils of the upper grades might 
be separated from those of the lower grades, with a teacher 
for each. 
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We wish to thank the parents, teachers and school board 
for their interest and support in the work of the schools dur- 
ing the year. |
